Three shipments to Bos- 
on are made each week. 


The ducks are allowed to remain "on 
he farm" about twenty-one days. In 
his time they gain in weight an aver- 
tge of at least two pounds each.

When asked about it Mr. Fuller said:

grates If desired.
